W hen a Dew factor enter« the E uro­ 
pean w ar—the cold of w inter—the field 
arm ies will find a more persistent, a 
more form idable enem y than the troops 
of opposing nations. 
The first advance 
of w inter has been felt already by 
the soldiers Intrenched along the river 
Aisne. 
Chilly winds, following a wet 
week, sent a Bbiver through the lines 
of both forc**s. 
More than anything else, says the 
K ansas City Star, cold w eather will 
ham per the mobility of th e arm ies. 
Their already heavily taxed transport 
trains will have the added burden of 
winter supplies 
Troops will not lie 
able to c u t loose from their advanced 
bases even for brief periods. 
Shelter 
and w arm th v\ ¡11 have to t>e provided 
at each stop of a inarching force, uo 
easy task w lieu millions are on the bat 
tie lines. 
Undoubtedly th e general staffs of both 
sides have elaborate [»reparations ramie 
to keep tbe suffering ueeossarily caused 
by w inter at a minimum, but tbe g reat­ 
est hum an endeavors eannot elim inate 
all hardship, eveu if an array is given 
a perm anent station and uo m ovem ent 
made until spring. 


W in ter D ull Tim e In Form er W ar«. 
W hether the science of w ar has pro- 
| grossed to tin- point where w inter eau 
be disregarded in a m easure Is yet an 
undeterm ined factor. 
In alm ost all the 
wars since ntatory began the com ing of 
frost has heralded a period of decreas­ 
ing activity by field armies, while w in­ 
ter has for< »>»1 general» to establish per­ 
m anent cam ps and wait for w arm er 
weather before any extensive opera­ 
tions are started. 
W ashington had one brilliant success

In the Crim ean w ar lighting practi­ 
cally stopped w ith the battle of Inker- 
man, Nov 5. 1854. 
Tbe R ussians re­ 
tired into Sebastopol, and tbe allies 
built a perm anent cam p of investm ent

In our civil w ar considerable fighting 
w as done in the w hiter m onths, but 
all the more im portant cam paigns be 
gan In the spring nnd w ere suspended 
w hen cold w eather came. 
Sherm an's march w as m ade in the 
w inter m onths, and even in th a t south­ 
ern climate the suffering from cold 
am ong his troops was intense. 
G rant 
cam paigned against F o rt H enry and 
F ort Ponelson in F ebruary, 18G2, and 
the following w inter w as active in 
M ississippi 
The Japanese advance on M ukden in 
1904 w as halted about ttie 1st of Sep 
te n d e r by severe cold

Perpetual Motion.

Great interest is shown by the na­ 
tives of Manchuria In the crops of the 
common soy, or soy bean. Mr. Clarence 
Poe, the author of "W here Half the 
World Is Waking Up," says: 
"Bankers, merchants, farmers, even 
the ladles one meets in drawing rooms 
in the foreign concessions, not only' 
‘know beans,’ but can talk beans too. 
If the present rate of progress is main­ 
tained it will not be long until no 
one will enumerate the world's great 
crops—wheat, corn, rice, cotton, etc.— 
without including beans. 
In a very 
great measure the beans have the same 
properties as cotton seed, for an oil is 
extracted that is used for much the 
same purposes us cottonseed oil, and the 
residue, called 'bean cake.’ is about the 
equivalent of cottonseed meal. My first 
acquaintance with the bean cake was 
in Japan, where I found It enriching 
the earth for vegetable growing. Japan 
Imports an average of half a million 
tons a year to put under its crops. 
Manchuria also uses not a little for the 
same puritose.”
